A PCB contamination site 
has been discovered at a gas 
compression station near 
Cremona, but owners of the 
compresser say they have the 
contamination under control. 

Nova Corporation, who 
has operated the compressor 
station 5 miles southwest of 
Cremona since 1969 as part of 
their natural gas pipeline, said 


the contamination was dis¬ 
covered when Nova began 
plans to decommission the 
station in 1988. 

)eff Flood, spokesperson for 
Nova said the contamination 
was blamed on a lube oil leak at 
the station in 1971. The oil, 
which used PCBs as a fire re¬ 
tardant, had drained into the 
waste water lagoon at the site. 

Bob Snyder, Senior Vice 


President for Nova, said once 
the spill was detected, crews 
dug out the contaminated la¬ 
goon sediment and disposed of 
it at the Alberta Special Waste 
Treatment Centre in Swan Hills. 
More excavation took place in 
1990 and 1991 when further 
contamination was detected in 
the vicinity of the lagoon and 
run off ditches.

people who contacted the 
contamination as an occupa¬ 
tional exposure, but there have 
been no adverse health effects 
that can be connected in the 
workers so far." 

Other health testing by 
Can-Tox, a company hired by 
Nova to test environmental and 
health impacts, also showed 
employees were not at risk 
even if they "had their hands 
covered in the contaminated 
oil for eight hours a day, five 
days a week, for two consec¬ 
utive years." 

But health and environ¬ 
mental concerns are exactly 
why use of the PCBs was 
banned by the Canadian 
government in 1977. 

PCBs or polychlorinated bi¬ 
phenyls, are synthetic chemical 
compounds first tested in 1881 
and used in industry for their 
fire resistant, non-conductive 
and stable qualities. They do 
not bio-degrade and have been 
blamed for a variety of health 
concerns in such areas as the 
reproductive process and the 
enzyme and immunity system. 
Human inhalation, ingestion or 
absorption of PCBs have 
caused such problems as fever 
and sight problems, headaches 
and vomiting. Liver cancer was 
created in rats fed high 
amounts of PCBs although no 
direct relationship has been 
found between cancer and 
human exposure. 

PCBs are accumulated by 
animals and humans and can 
be passed along through the 
food chain. 

But while Snyder says Nova 
recognizes the risks associated 
with the contamination, he said 
their studies have shown resi-

Ah yes, it's that time of year again when everyone scours the 
shopping malls in a materialistic frenzy, elbowing, growling and 
battling with other shoppers all in the name of peace on Earth and 
goodwill towards men. 

And let's not forget about the environmental damages caused 
by this festive season. Hoards of brightly dyed wrapping paper, 
bows, boxes and cards ready for the already overloaded landfill, 
millions of trees chopped down, killed, never to be replaced. 
Kilowatts and kilowatts of excess electricity used to light normally 
conservative homes, and pollution spewed out into the air and 
water in the production of trillions of plastic dangly things for tree 
decorations. 

But while it may seem easier to say bah humbug to all the con¬ 
cerns, there are solutions which allow a merry Christmas without 
the ecological guilt and the shopping trauma. 

Some solutions are simple—like if you chop down a tree or buy 
one from a lot, find out what kind it is and replant a seedling next 
spring. Another simple solution for a problem that seems un- 
solvable—that being all those cards that come in the mail—is to 
convert them to something else. In fact your local church or 
hospital may be interested in them as a handy craft supply. 

A ton of garbage comes from unwrapping all those gifts that 
look so pretty under the tree, but the way to lessen the impact or to 
eliminate it all together is to use recycled, vegetable dyed paper 
and bows (ask your local shop owner—Woolco carries some from 
the Green Press—but it's definitely better to shop here if you 
can—it saves gas and the local economy), or use those pretty, 
reusable bags everyone is selling these days. One particularly 
smart lady uses the colored comic pages she saves from the 
newspaper during the rest of the year. 

Help save electricity and electricity costs by only turning on the 
Christmas lights after the electricity rush (about 7 p.m.) and only for 
a couple of hours a day. 

Decorate your tree like our grandparents once did. Use 
homemade decorations and string your tree with popcorn and 
cranberries. Try to use decorations that can break down in the en¬ 
vironment if you have to throw them away. Another option is to 
buy decorations from groups like Self Help Crafts. They sell hand¬ 
made decorations made in struggling countries. It's a non-polluting 
idea that helps other people help themselves. 

When thinking about what to give for gifts, you should also 
think about the environment. There are many ways to save money 
and give a gift that's meaningful and ecologically sustainable. Try 
making the gift yourself, or look for unique gifts like an acre of the 
rainforest from the World Wildlife Fund, or donating in 
someone's name to a charity. Again, look for gifts that are non¬ 
polluting as well as economically stimulating. 

The point of this tirade is that Christmas can be festive, fun, 
kind to the environment and your mental health. It wouldn't make 
any sense to celebrate the birth of Christ while contributing to the 
death of our world.

Three Year Extension To 
Community Facility 
Enhancement Program 
Hon. Roy Brassard, MLA 
Oids-Didsbury Constituency 

In column I would like to 
discuss the extension of the 
Community Facility Enhance¬ 
ment Program (CFEP 11) which 
was recently announced by the 
Honourable Ken Kowalski, Min¬ 
ister Responsible for Lotteries 
and Gaming. 

In October, 1988, the Gov¬ 
ernment announced the creation 
of a lottery funded program 


which would allow communities 
to upgrade their local facilities. 
The program was met with 
enthusiasm, and was an undeni¬ 
able success. In fact, the 
Community Facility Enhance¬ 
ment Program (CFEP) provided 
groups and associations with 
2,924 grants during its three year 
term of operation. All totalled, 
over $99 8 million was distribut¬ 
ed to various groups and 
individuals for capital projects 
province-wide. 

Unfortunately, the mandate 
for CFEP expired recently, and 
with it so did a major source of 
accessible community funding 
However, the need for capital 
funding still exists, and as such 
the decision was made to extend 
the program for another three 
years. This will provide commun¬ 
ities with the funding necessary 
to maintain, upgrade and build 
needed facilities 

A number of changes have 
been made to the program, but 
its primary objective will remain 
the same-to develop and en¬ 
hance community facilities,

Perhaps one of the most 
important aspects of the new 
program is that it is strictly a 
matching grant program intend¬ 
ed to build on the volunteer spirit 
existing throughout the province. 
Like the original CFE P, commun¬ 
ity groups will be required to 
garner half of the funds needed 
from sources other than govern¬ 
ment. This should allow for a fair, 
wide-ranging and equitable dis¬ 
tribution of program dollars. It is 
also worthwhile to note that as a

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Columbus—the encounter 


This is the last installment in 
a series of articles based on the 
voyage of Christopher Columbus, 
famed for the discovery of the 
Americas 1992 is the 500th 
anniversary of the voyage Next 
week, watch for book titles on the 
subject of Columbus' journey and 
its impact on life here—in the new 
world. 

Conclusion 
By Ron Tyler 

Any serious attempt to 
observe the Quincentenary must 
acknowledge the destruction and 
slavery introduced by Columbus 
and other Europeans. 

The real story of conquest 
provides a counterbalance to the 
mythology; yet it is pointless 
simply to become better skilled at 
Columbus-bashing. There is 
more to learn from a new reading 
af the past than the greed and 
violence of Columbus and the 
:onquistadors. Here is an oppor¬ 
tunity to probe into deeper 
questions about both the shape of 
history and our life today: 

1. The standard story of 
Columbus is false. How did it get 
that way? The real facts of that 
period have always been avail¬ 
able to historians, yet the myths 
we have learned is no more than 
the propaganda of the victors. 
Certain events are highlighted, 


others are ignored Is the 
distortion of history an accident, 
or are there some in society who 
benefit from the public's false or 
limited understanding of the 
past? 

2. The Columbus story ex¬ 
poses the Euro-centrism of our 
history. Hearing the real story of 
conquest we learn that the 
domination and prosperity of 
Europe was achieved not with 
superior culture and intellect but 
through forced labor, stolen 
resources and the technologies of 
the indigenous peoples of the 
Americas. What has been the 
effect of this history on people of 
color and their cultures? How 
have Native peoples and African 
slave descendents survived 500 
years of conquest? How much of 
their value systems and tradi¬ 
tions have been destroyed or 
distorted? Can we become aware 
of their cultural contribution to 
North American and world 
history? 

3. The inhumanity of Col¬ 
umbus' conquest resulted from 
his treatment of the conquered as 
less than human. While the first 
narratives described the "Indi¬ 
ans" as gentle, beautiful people, 
they were viewed as mean, 
uncivilized, heathen savages as 
soon as they became obstacles to 


the profit motive. With language, 
culture, skin color and values so 
different from those of E urope- 
ans, they were considered 
inferior and disposable, and 
eventually invisible. Perhaps we 
sincerely regret the harshest 
treatment, but do we quietly 
accept the continuing loss of life, 
land and culture as a necessary 
price of our "progress"? How 
does greed blind us today to 
human suffering? 

4. J ust as the conquerors 
treated human beings as mer¬ 
chandise, the land itself was 
regarded as real estate, valued 
only for the wealth to be 
extracted from it. The New World 
was a wilderness to be tamed and 
sold. From the beginning, 
E uropeans were at war with their 
surroundings. After 500 years we 
are becoming aware of the 
ecological consequences of the 
European landfill. Is the environ¬ 
mental crisis inevitably a crisis of 
culture? 

5. Columbus firsf took "pos¬ 
session" of Hispaniola by plant¬ 
ing a Christian cross in the 
ground Columbus believed that 
Cod had sent him to Christianize 
the savages in order to save them 
from Hell. The Columbus story 
illustrates the idea that Cod is on 
the side of the E uropean culture, 


and the only good Indian is a 
baptized Indian From an indige- 
nouse perspective, to become a 
Christian was to become a slave 
to the European king Coloniza¬ 
tion resulted in the loss of more 
than land, language and self-de¬ 
termination, it also meant the 
loss of an authentic spirituality 
considered deviant by Christians. 
Today we are challenged to 
acknowledge the central role 
played by the church in the 
colonization of indigenous peo¬ 
ple That admission should lead 
the church to struggle with new 
questions: Has the conduct of the 
conquerors been shielded from 
criticism by a connection between 
Columbus and God? Has Chris¬ 
tian evangelism served as a 
disguise for cultural devastation? 
Does the church support exploita¬ 
tion today? 

6. While the world of 1992 is 
very different from that of 1492, 


the global climate for colonialism 
has not significantly changed 
Whites rule over people of color. 
"Advanced" nations dominate 
"backward" nations. Economic 
profit is valued more than 
compassion Lavish lifestyles still 
are sustained by violence and 
oppression Colonialism, some¬ 
times with a different name, 
persists in many parts of the 
world Plunder continues in 1992 

If we choose to re learn our 
past, let us re-evaluteour present 
course.

WCB a farming option

While farming operations 
aren't required to have workers' 
compensation, farmers can vol¬ 
untarily apply to have coverage 
for themselves or their employ¬ 
ees. 

"It's an option farmers can 
consider for themselves and 
family members and any long or 
short term employees that they 
have," says Eric Jones, an 
Alberta Agriculture farm safety 
specialist. Jones adds farmers 
should consider compensation 
coverage during seasonal activi¬ 
ties such as seeding and harvest. 

Lately farmers have been 
asking Jones for more details 
about workers' compensation. 
"The WCB is more than willing 
to help, but you must ask. Protect 
yourself and your operation by 
being aware of the options 
available to you," he says. 

Workers' compensation pro¬ 


tects and assists workers who are 
injured or disabled by a work 
related accident, or fall ill from 
work related diseases In Alber¬ 
ta, workers' compensation is 
governed by the Workers' 
Compensation Act and adminis¬ 
tered by the Workers' Compen¬ 
sation Board (WCB) 

Voluntary coverage applica¬ 
tion forms are available from 
WCB offices in Edmonton, 
Calgary, Grande Prairie, Red 
Deer and Lethbridge. Farmers 
can telephone for the forms, or go 
to any office. 

Jones notes voluntary cover¬ 
age for farmers and their 
employees is the same coverage 
for employers and workers who 
are automatically protected by 
the Workers' Compensation Act. 
"The same regulations and 
conditions apply as well as the 
same benefits," he says. 


A voluntary application re¬ 
quires a $25 deposit and it is 
applied to the assessment The 
assessment rate is $7 17 for every 
$100 of assessable earnings. The 
maximum earnings for one year 
is $42,000. Any applications must 
include all workers employed on 
the farming operation. 

Personal coverage for the 
owner or owners is in a separate 
part of the application. "This 
gives farmers a choice," says 
J ones 

A $25 deposit is required for 
each person applying for person¬ 
al coverage Personal coverage 
starts from March 1 in one year 
and runs to February 28 of the 
next year. However, billing is 
pro-rated if the application is 
made during the middle of the 
year.

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Golf club debt town guaranteed 


By Elaine Wilson 

After exploring all available 
options, the Olds Central High¬ 
land Golf Course was forced to 
restructure a heavy debt load in 
order to meet expenses. On 
Monday, November 23, golf 
course representatives approach¬ 
ed town council requesting that 
the town guarantee a refinanced 
capital debt loan 

"It's not a situation that 
anyone wants to be in," 
Councillor Glenn E Imer acknowl¬ 
edged, "but due to numerous 
factors they are in it." 

Members of the executive of 
the golf course assured town 
councillors the golf course 
executive intends to restore 


financial stability using a five 
year plan which included finan¬ 
cial restructuring. Councillor Bill 
Edgar questioned the viability of 
the proposed plan asking if it was 
"really workable." 

Ted Charbonneau, past 
president of the golf course 
responded: "Well, certainly we 
feel it's realistic. We feel we 
missed the mark on revenue for a 
lot of reasons We feel like we've 
got our expenses pretty much 
under control Our targets are 
very realistic. The marketing has 
not been done in the past, but 
believe me, it will be done in the 
future. We've started already, 
with the help of the administra¬ 
tion of the town of Olds It's 


helped us see the light." 

The Town of Olds has over 
$200,000 already invested in the 
course, according to councillor 
E Imer who estimates its net 
worth at three or four million 
dollars. Councillor Bill Edgar 
said: "I wish you fellows the best 
of luck, and I'm all for it," but 
asked what kind of "protection" 
would be afforded taxpayers in 
return for the town's guarantee 
of the loan. 

"The town holds the title to 
the property," Charbonneau 
responded 

"Their debt load was just a 
little bit more than was realistic¬ 
ally possible for them to pay off 
and actually, they're not going to 


be carrying as much debt load 
per year," advised councillor 
E Imer. 

Even though less than one 
tenth of the local population 
make use of the golf course 
facilities, there was general 
agreement that extra effort to 
revitalise the course will benefit 
the entire town. Beyond its 
potential to attract out of town 
visitors, the golf course also 
provides several part time 
summer positions. It was sug¬ 
gested that the golf course 
employ Olds residents where 
ever realistic. The golf course 
representatives explained that 
even though positions available 
at the golf course are advertised 


Business community divided over revitalization

An ongoing debate regard¬ 
ing the establishment of a 
Business Revitalization Zone 
(B.R.Z.) in Olds began heating 
up when assessors from Municip¬ 
al Affairs arrived in November to 
start preliminary work on assess¬ 
ing affected businesses 

The objective is to pool a 
fund of money collected from 
businesses in the designated 
zones. The monies would then be 
disbursed for things like group 
advertising by an executive 
committee comprised of elected 
representatives from the busi¬ 


nesses involved. 

"Because it's a very legal¬ 
ized process," Town Manger 
John Van Doesburg explained at 
the regular town council meeting 
held November 23, "the town has 
to deal with the pros and cons in a 
very legal manner The council is 
really a governing body. We 
collect the tax money, or the fees, 
for the B.R.Z. and hand it over to 
the B.R.Z. executive What we ll 
be doing very shortly is develop¬ 
ing a method of assessment, next 
council meeting, probably. 
That's our time line. In mid-Feb¬ 
ruary the council will review the 


B.R.Z. bylaw If no petition, or a 
petition containing less than one 
third of the assessment, and this 
is important-that is one third of 
the businesses assessment in 
that area, not one third of the 
people, but one third of the 
business assessment—has not 
been received, the town then can 
pass the B.R.Z. bylaw." 

Two key items are still in the 
preliminary stage; the method of 
assessment and the actual cost to 
each business. 

Those items along with

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RCMP report 

With the onset of cold weather and snow, the use of 
snowmobiles has begun. Snowmobiles are classified as off 
highway vehicles under the law; therefore, subject to the 
Off-Highway Vehicle Act and Regulation: Under the act no 
person shall operate an off-highway vehicle on any portion 
of the highway. A highway is defined as any thoroughfare, 
stfeet, road, trail, avenue, parkway, driveway, viaduct, lane, 
alley, square, bridge, causeway or trestle-way and includes a 
sidewalk, a ditch which lies parallel to the roadway and the 
land contained between fences if the highway is contained 
between the fences. Although snowmobile operators are not 
allowed’to operate their snowmobiles on the highway they 
may cross the highway if they comply with the following: 
operator stops the vehicle before entering the highway, all 
passengers disembark, operator yields the right of way, 
operator crosses the higher by the most direct and shortest 
route available. By following these two rules the incidence of 
snowmobile accidents and fatalities involving motor vehicles 
can be reduced. 

Between October 28, 1992 and November 10, 1992, 
Didsbury RCMP responded to 143 complaints, 26 of which 
were Criminal Code related. Twenty-six motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents were reported and 12 traffic tickets and 4 written 
warnings were issued.

Camera helps fight 
impaired driving 


Solicitor General Stephen C. West today announced 
support for a new technology to help Alberta's police fight 
impaired driving. A commitment of $165,000 by the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta will be used to purchase video camera 
systems for police patrol cars. 

"These cameras have demonstrated tremendous results 
in expediting charges in our courts, thus removing convicted 
impaired drivers from our roads," said Dr. West. 

Fern Palylyk, President, Edmonton Chapter of People 
Against Impaired Driving (PAID), also announced the 
contribution of $21,000 towards the purchase of video 
camera systems for police patrol cars. 

"I see the in-car video camera systems having 
tremendous benefits in dealing with impaired drivers in 
particular, and for law enforcement in general," stated Les 
Holmes, Assistant Commissioner, RCMP "K" Division. 

These funds will be used to purchase about 30 camera 
systems. The systems will be distributed in consultation with 
police services.

Phase-in driving program proposed 


New drivers should acquire 
more experience before receiving 
an unconditional licence, says Dr 
Ted Allison, chairman of the 
Alberta Motor Association's 
Board of Governors. 

A program under which 
conditions placed on new drivers 
are gradually removed as the 
driving age to 18, as has been 
better than raising the minimum 
driving age to 18, as has been 
discussed by the Alberta Auto¬ 
mobile Insurance Board, Dr 
Allison said. 

"Our goal is to reduce the 
collision involvement of new 
drivers while protecting the 
driving privileges of young 
people," he said 


Research shows new drivers 
up to age 34 have virtually the 
same high initial collision in¬ 
volvement during their first year 
of driving "Raising the mini¬ 
mum driving age wouldn't 
change that," Dr. Allison said, 
"but restricting new drivers to 
daylight hours, zero blood alcohol 
content (BAC) and passenger 
limits has been proven effec¬ 
tive." 

Examples exist in New 
Zealand and Australia For 
drivers under age 26, New 
Zealand requires at least three 
months experience as a learner, 
restricts the newly licenced 
driver to a BAC of .03, allows 
passengers only if one of them is 


over 20 years of age and imposes 
a night curfew. 

The Australian version ap¬ 
plies to new drivers of all ages, 
with different conditions for 
different age groups. New 
drivers are restricted to zero 
BAC—as the AMA recommended 
for Alberta in 1990-have passen¬ 
ger, speed and power restrictions 
and must display a special licence 
plate. 

"Alberta has already taken 
the first step, with our existing 
two year probationary licence for 
all new drivers," Dr. Allison 
said. "The next step is a 
graduated licence which phases 
in the driving privilege."

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Church celebrates 90th year 


Jhe 90th anniversary cele¬ 
brations erf the Didsbury Zion 
E vangelical Church were held the 
weekend of October 24 & 25, 
1992 with the theme "We've 
Come This Far By Faith " 

Saturday night began with a 
lovely roast beef banquet held at 
the Redeemer Lutheran Church 
gym. During the evening a time 
of reminiscing was held by way of 
slides and people sharing some of 
their past experiences. Music 
was provided by E Isa Bietch (nee 
Engel), the Hooper trio (Jim, 
Stewart, Bill) and the male 
quartet (Ken Sherick, Jack 
Feenstra, Murray Snyder and 
Richard Pahl). 

The Sunday morning service 
featured numbers by the present 
choir, Wallace & Heather Faas, 
Elsa Bietch, and the message by 
the Area Superintendent, Rev 
Harold Hunter of Three Hills. 

The afternoon service of 
celebration featured the choir, 
duets by Zelle Feeg & Elsa 
Bietch and Wallace & Heather 
Faas, a mass choir (former choir 
members), a historical review of 
the church in poem by Bev 
Dippel, reflections by two former 
pastors, Revs. Sherman and 
Rahn, greetings and letters from 
various churches and individuals 
and a concluding devotional by 
our Conference Superintendent 
Rev. Walter Erion. 

The church was decorated 
for the occasion with old pictures 
and artifacts. One Sunday School 
room was designated as Memory 
Lane and contained old record 
books, banners, posters and 
items of some of the special 
occasions and celebrations over 
the 90 year history. 

It will be a weekend long 
remembered by those who came 
locally, and from within the 
province and other points as far 
away as K illaloe, Ont., Harvey, 
N.D., Prince George and Chilli¬ 
wack, B.C. Close to 200 guests 
attended the banquet and Sunday 


services. 

As for the history of the 
church, it all began in 1902 when 
Rev C.G. Kaatz stationed in 
Didsbury as the first pastor of the 
Evangelical Association and 
served the field six years. 
Through his leadership a church 
was erected and dedicated in 
August of 1903. The same year 
the parsonage was also built and 
work commenced at Sunnyslope 
and Kansas, later named West- 
cott. 

In 1904, Siebertville and 
Mayton were added to the work 
at Didsbury as a mission and 
called Didsbury and Mayton 
Missions. In 1905, a small church 
was built at Siebertville and in 
1907, the Kansas (Westcott) 
church was completed and 
dedicated in J une 

Rev Kaatz left in 1908 and 
Rev. C.S. Finkbeiner took his 
place as pastor, serving for three 
years. In 1911, Rev J .S Domm 
came, followed by Rev. L.P. 
Amacher who passed on to his 
eternal reward December 22, 
1918 during the influenza epi¬ 
demic. Rev. A. Clemens was 
pastor at Didsbury for the next 
two years. 

Rev. W.B Dengis came in 
1921 and during his ministry, the 
church interior was redecorated 
and the tower remodelled after 
being damaged by lightning. 

In 1925 Rev HE. Roppel 
arrived in Didsbury from Toronto 
and served six years, He was 
followed by Rev H .J Wood who 
came from the New York 
Conference in 1931. 

On Sunday, Dec. 31, 1933, 
the Zion Church caught on fire 
and was totally destroyed. In 
1934, a new church was erected 
and dedicated on November 11, 
1934. 

Rev Wood was followed by 
Rev A S. Caughell in 1936, Rev 
A M Amacher in 1941, Rev. A.J 
Grams in 1946 and Rev. A.E

Alberta may believe it 
boasts Canada's best health care 
system yet it is lagging well 
behind other provinces according 
to health analyst and media 
personality Dr. Jane Fulton,

Dr. Fulton, Associate Pro¬ 
fessor at the University of Ottawa 


where she teaches strategic 
management and ethics in the 
Craduate School of Business 
Administration and host of the 
CBC Radio program Health 
Watch, believes Alberta must 
proceed quicker with health 
system reform if it is to catch up 
with the rest of the country 
"Other provinces have had 
to cut back on health care much

Let s talk recycling

This is the first of a series of 
articles about recycling in Dids¬ 
bury. Future articles will de¬ 
scribe how the project is being 
designed and how we can all 
participate in it 

The process for establishing 
a recycling program in our town 
was started about a year ago 
when town council designed a 
long term plan for waste 
management as set out in 
government directives. Last 
May, the town and the Didsbury 
Lions Club decided to work 
together to create the project-the 
town offered to provide as much 
of the facilities and equipment it 
could through provincial grants 
and the Lions club agreed to 
manage the project for the town 
with all the proceeds from the 
operation being redistributed 
throughout our community. 

Last week it was announced 
that a recycling depot will be 
funded by the town through a 
debenture. The first step in this 
process is to propose and pass a 
by-law authorizing town council 
to borrow the money and to allow 
our citizens sufficient time to 
make their concerns known 
Unfortunately, this is the only 
option available because there is 
no other suitable place in 
Didsbury that could be used 
There are many options avail¬ 
able to establish a municipal 


recycling program, but the least 
costly for a town the size of 
Didsbury is to ask our residents 
to become willing partners in the 
venture by voluntarily dropping 
off their newspapers, cardboard, 
plastic milk jugs and other 
materials at a central location 


The proposed location for 
the depot is on town land behind 
the bus garage, near the bottle 
depot. This location will provide 
the most convenience because 
recyclables and bottles can be 
brought in at the same time.
